the  brick  portion.  The  post  ofticc  building  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  Hank  of  Montreal,  No.  i  Kroiit 
Street  west.  Karly  in  the  forties  the  post  ollice  was  removed  to  VVellin^'lon  Street.  The  jfroiind  was  bonK'ht 
in  1H45  bv  the  Hank  of  Montreal  and  the  first  bank  building'  was  erected  on  it.  This  was 
torn  down  a  few  years  a^o  to  make  way  for  the  present  splendid  edifice  which  adorns  the 
site.  In  1842  the  post  office  stalV  consisted  of  the  posti-i.i^ter,  three  clerks,  one  of 
whom  was  Mr.  deorge  H.  Wilson,  and  one  letter  carrier.  Purini,'  the  summer  months  the  mails  were 
conveyed  by  boat,  and  in  the  winter  by  stafje.  Kast  and  west  there  was  but  one  mail  daily  to  the  principal 
points  ;  to  other  places  the  mail  went  once  a  week.       There  was  one  Knjflish  mail  a  month. 

The  rates  of  postage  were  as  follows  :--Hamilton,  4'_d  ;   Cobourj;,  7d  ;    Kingston, 
Some  Hates  ^^j  .    ^'ornwall,    ii',.d;    Thiee   Rivers,   is  4d  ;    tjuebec,    is   (id:    Halifax,   js  cjd  ;    Prince 

Kdward  Island,  V"*  .^d.  No  envelopes  were  used,  the  sheets  of  paper  on  which  the  letters 
were  written  beinj;  folded  and  sealed  with  wax  or  wafers.  There  was  no  such  thinjj  as  postai-e  stamps  ;  paid 
letters  were  stamped  with  red  ink.  Kvery  letter  mailed  was  forwarded  whether  it  was  paid  for  or  not,  in  the 
latter  case  payment  beinjf  collected  at  the  other  end  of  the  route.  This  ^ysteln,  and  also  the  rates  of  postaj;e 
which  had  been  in  vo^ne  from  the  beffinnin;;,  continued  up  to  the  introduction  of  postajfe  stamps.  .Xccounts 
were  kepi  with  the  banks,  mei-hants  and  all  reputable  people,  the  bills  beinfj  sent  in  once  a  month.  There 
were  single  and  double  rates  of  postaf,'e.  .\  letter  without  anythiuj,'  enclosed  went  lor  the  single  rate.  If  a 
dollar  bill  was  put  in,  the  posta^'e  was  doubled.  If  two  bills  were  put  in,  the  posla^fe  was  doubled  a^ain 
Every  one  was  asked  whether  his  letter  required  single  or  double  postat,'e,  and  .is  an  extra  measure  of  pre- 
caution,  the  clerks  would  pry  the  ends  open  and  look  inside. 

Krom  1845  to  185s  the  whole  business  of  Ihe  Toronto  post  office  was  trans.icted  in 
The  Wellington  .^  ^n,.,||_  |j,„.  huildinf;  on  \Vellin!,'lon  Street,  situated  on  the  present  site  of  the  Imperial 
Bank  corner.  No.  ,',4.  It  stood  on  the  norlh  side  of  WelliiifCton  Street,  west  of  Leader 
l.ane.  Its  frontaffe  was  narrow,  but  it  ran  back  a  j,'reater  distince  ilon^'  the  lane.  The  delivery  office  was  a 
room  about  2.1x40  feet,  and  the  distributiu!,'  room  was  an  old  cellar  kitchen  about  jo  feet  square.  The  post- 
master was  Mr.  Charles  Herc/y,  and  the  clerks  were  John  .\rmstron>j,  (.hrislopher  Walsh,  and  W.  II.  Pearson 
(of  the  C.as  Co.),  who.  in  1847,  succeeded  Mr.  tieorj^e  H.  Wilson,  late  of  the  Hank  of  Montreal.  John  McCloskey 
was  letter  carrier,  and  a  charf,'e  of  one  copper  was  made  on  each  letter  delivered  b\  him.  \l  this  time,  and  up  to 
1850,  the  Kiifjlish  mails  were  only  delivered  fortni},'htly  by  staf,'e  from  Halifax  in  winter,  and  partly  by  steam- 
boat in  summer.  The  rale  >.^i  postajce  on  Kn^'lish  letters  was  1  s  2  '  jd  sterling;,  or  1  s  4d  Halifax  currencv  -  about 
27  cents;  the  postafre  to  Halifax  was  js  .)d  ;  guebec,  is(>d;  Montreal,  is  2d;  Kinjrston,  i,d;  Windsor,  lo'-d, 
the  lowest  rate  of  posta-e  to  any  point  bein^  4'jd.  In  1850  there  were  only  about  four  hundred  b^ixes  in 
the  post  office. 

I'p  to  1852  the  post  office  department  was  under  the  control  of  the  Imperial 
l.overnment,  which  was  represented  by  Mr.  Stayner,  but  at  this  time,  almost  simul- 
taneously with  the  introduction  of  the  bondinf;  system  throu(;h  ibe  I'liited  States,  the 
business  was  transferred  to  the  Canadian  Ciovernmenl.  and  the  mails  be^an  to  arrive  once 
a  week  via  Hoston  and  New  \ork,  allernalely.  The  mails  were  conveyed  in  charjje  of  conductors,  of  whom 
there  were  three,  .Messrs.  .McNamee,  Malone  and  McCiillivray,  two  taking  the  mails  to  the  above  posts 
respectively,  and  one  .  xtra  supply  in  case  of  need.  The  cindiKtor  taking'  ihe  outgoint;  mails  waited  at  his 
post  for  those  comiii;     ;i,  and  this  system  continued  for  many  s. 

On  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Joseph  I.esslie  as  postmaster,  the  post  office  was  removed  from  Wellington 
Street  to  a  new  building  on  Toronto  Street,  the  chan^e  being  made  in  January,  iK.s.v  Shortly  after  this 
date  postage  stamp-:  were  introduced,  and  the   whole   postal   system   underwent  a  change.      The  money  order

the  commission  beint;  is  jd.  Karly  in  the  following  year  the  amount  was  extended  to  £.1^,  with  a  j-radiiated 
scale  of  chHrjfes  from  .?d  to  is  ».d.  In  the  Wellington  Street  post  office  there  had  been  but  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  boxes.  This  number  was  increased  to  one  thousand  in  the  loronto  Street  post  office  and  drawers, 
which  had  previously  been  unknown,  were  introduced.  About  a  dozen  clerks  made  up  the  staff.  There  were 
two  carriers  one  for  the  east,  and  the  other  for  the  west  end  of  the  cli>,  their  fee  beiuK  a  penny  for  every 
tetter  delivered. 

No  greater  evidence  of  the  ^'rowtl,  and  expanse  of  the   commerce  of  Toronto  can 
be  ^iven  than  by  a  comparison  of  the  first  rude  lo^'  post  ollice  ard  the  imposinj;  facade 
of  the   presen.  fine  edifice  on  Adelaide  Street,    Nos.    jH  and  4J,  at   the   head  of  Toronto 
Street,  erected  in  187.;,  during'  the  postmastersliip  of  Mr.  Joseph  Lesslie. 

On  l-ebrnary  12th,  1K7.,,  Mr.  I.esslie  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Thos.  C.  Patteson,  who  holds  the  office  at 
the  present  time.  Purinj;  Mr.  I'atteson's  time  rapid  strides  have  been  made  in  perfecting  the  post  office 
system  as  we  know  it  to-day.  Numerous  branch  offices  and  stations  have  been  opened  and  more  are  contem- 
plated. The  extension  of  the  delivery  service  has  now  made  box-holders  few  in  number,  but  distribution 
prompt  and  eflieient.

TORONTO  DISTRIBUTION 

The  Present  System  to  Facilitait-  the  Rapid  Handlir.c  of  Mail  Matter 

Toronto's  commercial  and  industrial  growth  has  been  so  rapid  of  recent  years  that  numerous  improve- 
ments in  postal  methods  became  necessary  to  facilitate  the  distribution  of  the  matter.  The  Toronto  office  is 
the  busiest  in  the  Oominion,  handlinit  nearly  three  times  as  much  mail  matter  as  the  next  largest  office- 
Montreal. 

Gradually  has  a  system  been  evolved  which  saves  much  time  in  the  sortin^'  of  matter  intended  for 
Toronto.  Krom  the  larger  towns  come  special  pouches  for  Toronto,  which  reach  the  .sorter  direct  from  the 
train  and  are  rapidly  separated  into  routes  for  the  carriers. 

At  the  Montreal  office  a   Toronto    sorter   is   always   on   duty   sorting:   and  routing  matter  for  this  city. 

Also,  at  10  o'clock  each  evcninij,  from  Toronto  K'''''*  «  '*'''■''••'■  »-  "  passenger  until  the  ei;ht  o'clock  train  from 

Montreal  is  met,  in  the  vicinity  of     apanee,  when  he  boards  the  incominjf  train  and  has  all  matter  sorted  on 

arrival  in  Toronto.

Station,  those  for  the  city  and  for  forelj,'"  countries  beinf;  returned  to  the  head  office  for  treatment. 

Station  "  B,"  at  117  Kinfj  West,  in  the  centre  of  a  busy  manufacturintf  and  wholesale  district,  has 
proved  a  jfreat  convenience  to  the  public,  the  busine.ss  of  the  office  bcintf  largely  confined  to  letters  and 
money  orders.
